mention game was over. If you don't 
believe that this fellow is an expert 
on baseball and knows all the ins-and- 
outs of the said game, we submit evi- 
dence, the evidence being the article 
that he wrote in which he explained 
the game to those who didn't know 
much about it—and 
who 
perhapfc 


don't know much more now. 


Here is the article, in part: 
"Baseball lacks the stately dignity 


of cricket. It is a strenuous and 
hustling, if not a highly skillful game 
It has many merits. It should appeal 
to a public whose ideas have been 
speeded up by professional football. 


'The impression that this match 


conveyed was that a splendid eye is 
needed for success as a batsman.

expert" by the editor-in-chief of the 
paper in which he works, wrote an ar- 
ticle about baseball after the afore- 
mention game was over. If you don't 
believe that this fellow is an expert 
on baseball and knows all the ins-and- 
outs of the said game, we submit evi- 
dence, the evidence being the article 
that he wrote in which he explained 
the game to those who didn't know 
much about it—and 
who 
perhapfc 


don't know much more now. 


Here is the article, in part: 
"Baseball lacks the stately dignity 


of cricket. It is a strenuous and 
hustling, if not a highly skillful game 
It has many merits. It should appeal 
to a public whose ideas have been 
speeded up by professional football. 


'The impression that this match 


conveyed was that a splendid eye is 
needed for success as a batsman. The 
bat, which is no more than three and 
a half inches wide, is held at right 
angles to the body, chest high."

"Smart fielding and accurate re-

that "the ball was nearly always in 
the air," and, no doubt, last seen when 
disappearing over the fence, in case 
they used fences in that game. 


"An attractive feature of the game" 


we are told, "is that there is no waste 
of time. As each batsman makes his 
stroke and reaches first, second or 
home base, as the case may be, the 
next batter is ready to do hib bowl- 
ing."
